All controlled medicines gre now distributed according to the provisicns 
of Ministry of Yelfere Ordinance No. 30, d&éted 11 November 1947. This provides 
for allocation to authorized dealers by prefectural officials, and issue of 
réticn credentisls to these dealers which will enable them to purchése allocated 
émounts from licensed local sellers. The term "dealers" is defined in Ordinance 
No. 30, Article 2, as follows: 


"By 'declers' is meent hospitel, clinic, veterinéry hospital, phair 
acy, retailer of medicines and other medion] supplies énd eny other who uses 
medical supplies by trede and whom the governor of a metropolis, district or 
urben or rurél prefecture designates," 


It will be noted thet phermecies end drug stores are designated as deelers, 
and are thus cuthorized and entitled to receive equitéble allocetions of all 
controlled medicines, including sulfathiazole, sulfadiezine, penicillin, bis- 
muth subsalicylate and mapharsen. This chenge in method of distribution of 
these medicines becéme fully effective 1 February. Reference is made to this 
subject in recent issues of the Weekly Bulletin. '
